After  giving  a formal  greeting  from  Utah

Moss  yielded  to  the  Nixon-Burton 
group,  as  Burton  outlined  some  of  his 
platform  to  those  there  and  Miss  Nixon 
shook  more  hands. 

After  spending  about  30  minutes  at  the 
Center,  Miss  Nixon  was  sped  away  to  the 
BYU  campus. 

About  a hundred  students  there  lined  the 
walk  and  porch  leading  into  the  main  door 
of  the  Wilkinson  Center.  As  Miss  Nixon 
stepped  out  of  her  car,  she  was  met  with 
applause. 

Tricia  walked  into  more  applause  as  she 
entered  the  building  and  the  Memorial 
Room  where  approximately  700  students 
awaited  her. 

Smiling  broadly,  she  shook  hands  with 
those  around  her  as  she  moved  toward  the 
front  of  the  room.  In  keeping  with  her 
wishes,  Congressman  Burton  told  the 
students  that  Miss  Nixon  was  not  there  to 
make  campaign  speeches  but  rather  to 
meet  students.  He  termed  her  visit  a 
“social”  visit. 

Circling  through  the  crowd  several  times. 
Miss  Nixon’s  talk  was  casual  with  those  she 
shook  hands  with.

The  president  loses  his  rifle

Washington  — Treasury  aides 
have  confiscated  a Chinese-made 
AK-47  automatic  assault  rifle,  a 
trophy  of  the  Cambodian 
invasion,  from  President  Nixon. 
His  possession  of  the  weapons 
violated  federal  firearms  laws. 


from  U.S.  and  South  Vietnamese 
military  leaders  and  were  brought 
illegally  into  the  U.S.  The  IRS, 
however,  tried  to  phrase  this  a 
little  more  delicately. 


Illegal  weapons  have  also  been 
seized  from  two  White  House 
aides,  four  Senators,  four 
Representatives  and  three 
Governors.  Criminal  charges  aren’t 
likely  to  be  preferred,  however, 
against  the  President  and  his 
distinguished  fellow  law-breakers. 


“The  weapons  were  received  by

Largest  homecoming  audience  forseen 


Singer  Dionne  Warwick  will 
appear  before  one  of  the  largest 
Homecoming  Concert  audiences 
in  BYU  history  today  at  8 p.m. 

More  than  10.000  tickets  have 
been  gobbled  up  by  students, 
faculty  and  guests  with  but  ISO 
seats  remaining  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  according  to  Robert 
Moss,  business  office  supervisor  in 
the  Wilkinson  Center. 

He  credited  the  sell-out 
primarily  to  the  mail-order  system 
initiated  for  the  first  time  in 
buying  Homecoming  Concert 
tickets.  Nearly  8,000  tickets  were 
sold  via  mail  orders. 

Consequently,  many  green  seat 
■nd  playing  floor  requests  were 
turned  down.

The  1,700  green  and  playing 
floor  seats  were  absorbed  before  9 
a.m.  of  the  first  day,  said  Moss. 

And  for  the  first  time  scores  of 
complimentary  tickets  were  not 
dealt  to  guests  and  student 
officers.  In  fact,  the  Homecoming 
Royalty,  a pair  of  photographers 
and  Dionne  Warwick  are  the  only 
ones  to  enter  free  this  evening. 

There  were,  however,  a handful 
of  preferred  buying  tickets  made 
available  to  some  100  alumni  and 
homecoming  committee  workers. 

Moss  pointed  out  that  problems 
still  remain  with  the  mail  order 
system  in  that  requests  don’t 


always  arrive  in  the  order  that 
they  are  mailed.  “Unfortunately  it 
is  impossible  for  the  Post  Office 
to  sort  the  mail  in  the  same  order 
it  is  put  in  the  slot,”  said  Moss. 

“We  have  no  control  over  that 
(the  mail),  that’s  just  one  of  the 
hazards  of  the  program,”  said 
Moss. 

He  added  that  a new  policy,  to 
be  instigated  for  the  next  concert, 
will  stipulate  that  all  ticket 
requests  be  metered  through  the 
U.S.  Mail,  therefore  each  envelope 
will  receive  a post  mark,  making  it 
easier  for  ticket  personnel  to  be 
fair  to  students.

Today  at  10:30  a.m.  Gov. 
Calvin  R.  Rampton  will  sign  a 
declaration  proclaiming  November 
as  “Free  Our  Prisoners”  month  in 
Utah. 

The  idea  was  originated  at  BYU 
by  the  Arnold  Air  Society,  a unit 
of  the  Air  Force  ROTC  program, 
which  will  spearhead  a drive  to 
encourage  letter-writing  for 
release  of  American  prisoners  of 
war  held  in  North  Vietnam.ese 
camps. 

Representing  BYU  at  the 
proclamation  signing  will  be 
Arnold  Air  Society  members, 
Lynn  Caylor,  Reed  Hall,  and  Jerry 
Merridith  and  AFROTC  faculty 
member,  Capt.  James  Moss.  Wives 
and  families  of  Utah  prisoners  will 
also  be  present. 

The  objective  of  the 
letter-writing  campaign,  pointed 
out  Capt.  Moss,  is  to  demonstrate 


to  the  Hanoi  government  that 
American  public  opinion  is  against 
their  ill-treatment  of  U.S. 
prisoners  and  their  failure  to 
release  them  through  exchanges. 

Several  BYU  students  have 
family  members  reportedly  held 
as  prisoners  by  the  North 
Vietnamese.  Don  Wood,  a former 
BYU'half-back  who  graduated  in 
1955,  has  been  missing  for  5 years 
and  is  supposed  a prisoner  of  war, 
reported  Capt.  Moss. 

All  students  are  urged  to  write 
supporting  the  campaign’s 
resolutions. 

Arnold  Air  Society  members 
will  be  available  at  a table  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  starting  today  to 
receive  and  assist  in  the  writing  of 
letters.  Letters  may  also  be  mailed 
to  the  North  Vietnamese  Peace

Nixon  initiates  POW 
Christmas  mail  plan 


OSLO  (UP I)  — Dr.  Norman 
Ernest  Borlaug,  an  lowa-born 
farmer-scientist  who  likes  to  get 
his  hands  dirty  working  in  the 
fields,  was  awarded  the  1970 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  yesterday  for 
developing  new  types  of  wheat 
that  could  help  end  the  world's 
food  crisis. 

The  $78,400  prize  was  awarded 
to  Borlaug,  56,  specifically  for  his 
work  in  developing  new  wheat 
strains  which  gave  bigger  yields 
than  older  types.  The  success  of 
his  work  also  contributed 
indirectly  to  development  of  new 
“miracle  rice”  in  the  Orient. 

Borlaug  did  much  of  his 
research  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  and  now 
heads  the  International  Maize  and 
Wheat  Improvement  Center  in 
Mexico  City,  where  he  lives  with 
his  wife  and  two  children. 

The  - Norwegian  nobel 
committee  said  his  work  has 
resulted  in  larger  harvests  in  a 
number  of  developing  nations.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Postmaster  General  Winton  M.

6-cent  stamps,  one  of  them 
honoring  all  servicemen,  including 
“Prisoners  of  War,  missing  and 
killed  in  action.” 

Defense  Secretary  Melvin  R. 
Laird,  who  also  attended  the 
ceremony,  said  the  stamps  were 
“among  the  real  milestones”  of 
the  Nixon  Administration’s 
efforts  to  inform  the  world  of  the 
plight  of  American  prisoners  held 
by  the  Vietnamese  Communists.

Kidnap  calls  labeled  hoax 


MONTREAL  (UPI)-PoIice 
dismissed  as  an  apparent  hoax 
telephone  calls  Wednesday  that 
the  Quebec  Liberation  Front 
(FLQ)  might  be  willing  to  release 
British  Diplomat  James  R.  Cross. 
But  the  government  kept  ready 
the  machinery  to  whisk  his 
kidnapers  to  Cuba  if  a deal  can  be 
made  for  his  life. 

Quebec  provincial  police 
inspector  J.R.  Melancon  said 
authorities  “doubt  the 
authenticity  of  the  calls,  but  the 
investigation  is  continuing.” 

Melancon’s  assistant,  special 
agent  Claude  Talbot,  said  the  calls 
“apparently  were  a hoax  in  very 
bad  taste.”

Marxist 

elected 

SANTIAGO,  CHILE  (UPI)-The 
government  Wednesday  formally 
summoned  200  members  of 
Congress  to  a joint  session 
Saturday  to  vote  in  Salvador 
Allende  as  President-elect  of 
Chile.  He  will  become  the  western 
world’s  first  freely-elected  Marxist 
president. 

Outcome  of  the  congressional 
vote  is  a foregone  conclusion.  Of 
the  50  senators  and  150  deputies 
making  up  the  parliament,  83  are 
members  of  the  popular  Unity 
Coalition  that  backed  AUende’s 
successful  presidential  bid  last 
Sept.  4.  And  the  ruling  Christian 
Democrat  Party,  whose 
presidential  candidate  ran  a poor 
third  in  the  election,  instructed  its 
75  members  in  the  Congress  to 
vote  for  the  Communist-backed 
Marxist. 

The  Christian  Democrats 
decided  to  go  all-out  for  Allende 
after  he  accepted  an  ultimatum 
from  the  lameduck  government  of 
President  Eduardo  Frei  that  he 
agree  to  guarantees  in  writing  that 
his  government  will  maintain  a 
pluralist  and  democratic  society  in 
Chile.  Such  a guarantee  has  been 
drafted  in  a constitutional 
amendment  already  passed  by  the 
House  and  now  under 
consideration  of  the  Senate. 

Only  unknown  in  Saturday’s 
joint  session  of  Congress  is  the 
attitude  to  be  adopted  by  the  42 
members  who  supported  the 
presidential  bid  Sept.  4 of  Rightist 
Ex-President  Jorge  Alessandri. 

Selection  of  a president-elect 
went  before  the  Congress  because 
Allende  won  only  a plurality  and 
not  a simple  majority  of  the  vote. 
His  39,000-vote  margin  over 
Alessandri  — about  1.4  per 
cent— represented  only  about  38 
per  cent  of  the  electorate. 

Alessandri  earlier  this  week 
asked  his  followers  in  the 
Congress  not  to  vote  for  him  in 
order  to  re-establish  political 
tranquility  in  the  country  and 
assuage  businessmen’s  fears  of  the 
future.

Survivors 
tell  tragedy 

WICHITA,  KAN.  (UPI)-A 
Wichita  State  football  player,  who 
survived  a mountain  plane  crash 
that  killed  30  others,  said  from  a 
stretcher  Wednesday  that  he  told 
the  pilot  before  the  crash  that  oil 
was  streaming  from  one  engine. 

Richard  Stephens,  22,  a 
strapping  225-pounder,  told  a 
National  Transportation  Safety 
Board  (NTSB)  panel  investigating 
the  accident  he  informed  the  pilot 
of  the  oil  leak  during  a refueling 
stop  in  Denver  Oct.  2. 

“He  said  they  (the  engines) 
were  just  put  together  loose  like 
that,”  Stephens  said  of  the  pilot’s 
reaction. 

The  plane,  a chartered  Martin 
404,  took  off  from  Denver  for 
Logan,  Utah,  where  Wichita  State 
was  to  play  Utah  State.  But  the 
20-year-old  aircraft  crashed  into  a 
snow -patched  mountain  55  miles 
west  of  Denver,  killing  30  persons, 
including  13  football  players, 
head  coach  Ben  WUson  and  Bert 
Katzenmeyer,  the  athletic 
director. 

Stephens,  from  Andover,  Kan., 
was  brought  on  an  ambulance 
stretcher  from  the  campus 
medical  center  to  testify.  He 
suffered  a broken  leg,  dislocated 
hip,  crushed  sternum  and  burns. 
More  than  300  persons  attended 
the  first  day’s  hearing. 

His  testimony  foUowed  that  of 
another  surviving  player,  David 
Lewis,  of  Duncan,  Okla.,  who  said 
he  was  “very,  very  scared” 
because  the  Colorado  Rockies 
were  “towering  above  the 
aircraft”  after  it  took  off  from 
Denver. 

Lewis  walked  into  the  hearing 
on  crutches. 

Jerry  Meyer  of  Silver  Plume, 
Colo.,  who  said  he  saw  the  crash 
from  a highway,  testified  the  two 
propellers  stopped  just  before  the 
aircraft  crashed  into  trees.  He  said 
it  was  “like  he  (the  pilot)  cut  the 
motors.” 

Russell  J.  Abbott,  chief 
investigator  of  the  crash,  said  “No 
evidence  of  malfunction  or 
internal  failure  of  either  engine 
was  noted”  by  the  investigation 
team. 

Abbott  also  testified  the  plane 
was  3,265  pounds  overweight 
when  it  left  Denver.

Kent  critics 
stumped 

RAVENNA,  OHIO  (UPI)-An 
o rder  prohibiting  criticism  of  a 
special  grand  jury  report  on  the 
Kent  State  University  student 
killings,  was  the  subject  of  a legal 
controversy  Wednesday. 

The  order  prohibits  Kent  State 
President  Robert  1.  White  and 
other  principals  from  criticizing 
the  report.  Comments  on  the 
order  from  Ohio  attorneys  ranged 
from  “blatantly  unconstitutional” 
to  “the  queerest  violation  of  the 
first  amendment  I’ve  ever  heard 
of.” 

Portage  County  Judge  Edwin 
Jones  issued  the  order  Monday. 
Two  suits  opposing  the  order  were 
quickly  filed  by  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  (ACLU)  of 
Ohio  and  Kent  University. 

The  ACLU  asked  a federal  court 
in  Cleveland  for  an  immediate 
preliminary  injunction  on  the 
order.  This  was  denied  but  a 
hearing  was  set  for  Oct.  29  on  a 
request  for  a permanent 
injunction.

Price  rise 
registered 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-The  cost 
of  living  for  Americans  registered 
an  increase  of  one-half  of  oneper 
cent  in  September,  the 
government  reported  today.  Price 
rises  occurred  over  a broad  range 
of  categories  including  such 
essentials  as  clothing  and  shelter. 

The  increase  was  more  than 
double  the  rate  in  August  when 
the  Nixon  Administration  said  a 
0.2  per  cent  rise  was  evidence  that 
its  ant-inflation  drive  was 
succeeding. 

The  report  of  the  0.5  per  cent 
jump  was  considered  bad  news  by 
administration  economists— espec- 
ially coming  as  it  did  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  congressional 
lections.
